It is unfortunate that just aa L a ­ 
redo 
is 
preparing for perhaps 
tho 
greatest 
celebration 
we have 
ever 
had. certain residents should throw a 
block under the wheels of progress 
and menace the pleasure of the peo­ 
ple. 
The new' line of the street railw ay 
has been m ade public for some weeks. 
E v e ry resident of the city who had 
the slightest Interest in the m atter 
knew what the new route was, and 
there was ample time In which to file 
a protest and give the reasons there­ 
for. 
There has been nothing underhand­ 
ed 
in 
the action of the 
street 
ear 
company in securing its new route 
A p ric a tio n was 
made 
to the 
city 
council for permission to change the 
route, the m atter was threshed out In 
two meetings at least, and the ordi­ 
nance was made public. 
W hen it was first proposed to use 
Tturbide stret eastward from Convent 
avenue, there 
was considerable 
op­ 
position, and this tentative route was 
finally 
abandoned. 
Then 
the 
new 
route including a part of Flores ave­ 
nue was adopted, although one or t w o , b o g u s 
were found who objected to the use 
of that avenue from Farragut ta H i­ 
dalgo street. 
In m any parts of the city there are 
residences— even 
business 
houses— 
that are built, not only to the building 
line, 
but in some 
cases to 
include 
even the sidewalk line. 
These houses 
are a worse obstruction to street tra f­ 
fic than the street railw ay possibly 
for the cars move while the 
remain a 
permanent 
ob- 
could be, 
buildings 
struction. 
There 
is 
perhaps no city 
in the 
United States that lias been so com­ 
plaisant with regard to the obstruc­ 
tion of its streets as Laredo. 
During 
the 
warm 
weather 
one 
frequently 
sees whole households occupying the 
entire 
sidewalk with 
their 
rocking 
chairs and entertaining their visitors, 
w hile Hie passers-by have to take to 
the roadway to avoid upsetting the 
group. 
Houses have been built without re­ 
gard to a building line, and there are 
m any houses that are trespassing on 
the sidew alk space, making it d iffi­ 
cult to built a sidewalk of uniform 
width 
without 
zigzagging into 
the 
roadway. 
The general idea seems to he that 
a 
franchise 
legally granted by the 
city 
council and 
accepted in 
good 
faith by the street railw ay company 
is a binding contract upon both par­ 
ties. 
This is in accordance with ac­ 
cepted law everywhere. 
But if one or more residents can tie 
up the work of constructing the new 
line 
and obstruct 
progress after a 
route has been legally established, of 
w hat value is a franchise? 
In other 
words, how can one make a contract 
w ith the city which is binding upon 
only one party to the contract? 
It is true that our streets -most of 
them, at least—are too narrow for a 
street car line. 
But that is not tile 
fault of tile street car company or of 
the present city council t 
And It can 
only be remedied at enormous cost to 
our citizens and 
the destruction 
of 
much valuable property. 
But considering the narrowness of 
the streets, w hat right has one—o r 
more— men, 
constituting 
a m inority 
of Laredo 
residents, to 
refuse 
per­ 
mission for the street car line to oc­ 
cupy the street where his property is, 
while being perfectly w illing for it to 
occupy another street, equally narrow 
and 
inflicting 
the 
same 
hardships 
upon the residents? 
The voice of the m ajority rules, and 
it is believed (hat if the m atter were 
left 
to a vote 
of the property tax­ 
paying citizens of Laredo the route 
would be adopted as it was granted 
by the city council. 
Instead of stopping the progress of 
the work at this moment, leaving our 
strets in such condition that the an 
nual parade w ill have to be abandon­ 
ed or changed entirely from the cen­ 
ter of the city, the aggrieved proper­ 
ty owners 
should 
let the company 
finish the work, being assured that if 
the new route damages any property 
in the city. the railw ay company and 
the city are 
jointly responsible 
for 
those damages and a recourse to the 
courts will result in a recovery of the 
amount involved.

price than the other man “ offers" for 
if. 
There is not a bale of real ontton 
engaged in the transaction, and the 
two gamblers sim ply pay according to 
the loss or gain of their bet, minus a 
percentage 
as “ comrnision" 
to the 
broker who handles the "deal ’ 
Could anything be more bare faced, 
m ore impudent? 
For a lot of men 
to claim that they raise or lower the 
price of one of the world's greatest 
staples by m erely gambling that if 
will go higher or lower because of 
transactions." 
The price of grain is sometimes dis­ 
astrously affected b> the gambling of 
men who never saw a grain of wheat 
or corn in their lives, and who would 
not know whether lf was ground In a 
m ill or pounded iii a mortar when It 
reaches their tables I ti the form of 
bread. 
The mat! who "buys" 
or 
"sells" 
pork on the exchanges would not be 
able to tell a ham from a shoulder, 
nor could he fell if it was dry salted 
or cured In brine before it came to 
the market. 
In fact lo* never sees til** 
"pork" which he buys, being only in­ 
tent on the "pork" 
which 
lo* 
wins 
from the suckers who raise the hogs 
and the people who buy tin* finished 
meat product, 
W e need some laws that will prev­ 
ent the gambler from making a profit 
on tile produce of Others' labor. They 
do not fleece each other 
in 
iheir 
m ythical transactions; “ dog won’t eat 
dog." and it 
would be mighty poor 
picking for the speculator to depend 
linen what the other speculators have. 
Tile sucker flays for it, and always

Hattie E. Oakley, aged 39, a widow- 
charged with the murder of Almand 
Vadeboncoeur, will be given a hear­ 
ing tomorrow in the District Court of 
Woonsocket. 
She was arrested last 
week as the person who sent poison­ 
ed puffs by mail to Henry CassavanL 
a contractor of this city. 
Cassavant 
was also poisoned, but he recovered 
through prompt 
medical 
attention. 
Jealousy is believed to be the motive 
the state will urge. 
Not only is Mrs, Oakley charged 
with the 
m urder 
of Vadeboncoeur, 
but she is charged with the attem pt­ 
ed murder of Cassavant "by the ad ­ 
ministering of a large 
quantity 
of 
mineral poison called arsenic." 
She 
pleaded not guilty 
to 
the 
charges 
when she was arraigned last week, 
and has been held in the Providence 
jail. 
Vadeboncoeur, the victim 
of 
the 
poisoned cream puff murder, was 28 
years old, and left a wife and four 
children. 
He was employed by his 
brother at a wholesale liquor store, 
and was present when two v^eeks ago: 
Cassavant received the 
package 
of 
cream puffs by mail. 
Cassavant 
are 
two of the cream puffs and gave one 
to his friend. 
The latter died the 
same 
night, 
but 
Cassavant, 
after 
hovering between life and death, fin­ 
ally recovered. 
For nearly a week the police tried 
to find a clue to the sender of the 
poisoned cream puffs, 
Mrs. Oakley 
had he*-ii asked to come to tile sta­ 
tion (o til row what light she could of 
the mystery. 
She was questioned for 
over two hours, and was then placed 
lit a cell. 
Tile police claim that, prompted by • 
jealousy of a domestic employed by a 
family in this city, she bought 
20 
cents worth of arsenic at a drugstore, 
put it in th*! cream puffs, tied them 
in a package and sent them by spe­ 
cial 
delivery 
to 
Cassavant.. 
They 
claim Mrs, Oakley has admitted that 
she was friendly with Casavant until 
four weeks ago, when his attentions 
slackened. 
The admission of the purchase of 
arsenic has been made by the accus­ 
ed woman, say the police, hut she 
claims that she did so at the sugges­ 
tion of Cassavant in order to rid her 
home of cockroaches. 
She lias de­ 
nied any 
jealousy 
of the 
domestic 
mentioned in the ease. 
Mrs. Oakley is said to have admit- 
cd buying cream puffs, but declared 
she had not bought any for a fort­ 
night previous to the poisoning. She 
denied that the writing on the pack­ 
age was in her hand, or that, she Rad 
sent the package to Cassavant, and de­ 
clared she was on good terms with 
the man and had no q u a r r e l with him 
or causes for quarrel. 
According to the story the accused 
woman told the police, she was m ar­ 
ried some sixteen years ago. but her 
husband died the following year. She
